Brazil, Venezuela, Chile, Colombia, The Argentine, Cuba, Aus- 
tralia, India, Mexico, even cotton-growing Egypt and Canada are 
among the countries constructing and completing synthetic 
fiber plants.

Elliott 
Unreliable 


NEW YORK—Aside 
questions of ethics and manners, 
the book of reminiscences pub- 
lished under Elliott Roosevelt's 
name is not worth belief. He is 
untruthful and his memory is un 
reliable. 

On the first point, an observa- 
tion is found in a special memo- 
randum in the ‘Treasury’s files 
which was considered by the 
Ways and Means Committee of 
the House of Representatives in 
the sham investigation of Elliott's 
debts. 

Discussing Elliott's own state- 
ment of his financial condition, a 
revenue agent reported that El. 
liott had failed to mention among 
his income or assets an _ inheri- 
tance of $19,000 from the estate 
of his grandmother, the late Presi-

| dent’s mother. 


“ELLIOTT said he was not in 
the United States at the time she 
died,” the memorandum es said, 
“and he further claims that he 
had no knowledge of the inheri- 
tance for a long time thereafter. 
We are not convinced that Elliott 
did not know he was a benefi 
clary to the extent of one-sixtieth 
of her net estate. We think he 
could have found out had he 
wanted to (if he did not actually 
know it). His father was one 
of the executors.” 

The Treasury report is more 
emphatic in the matter of Elliott's 
own statement’ to his creditor, 
John Hartford, of the A&P Gro- 
cery chain, of the value of his, 
Klliott’s, ranch and homestead in 
Texas. Elliott had given Hartford 
a gloomy view of this asset. The 
place sold for $136,000 in 1944. 
On Dec, 22, 1942, Elliott had told 
Hartford that it was doubtful that 
the property would Dring any- 
thing above the mortgage. 


“WE FIND IT difficult to be 
lieve him,” the memorandum said. 
“The revenue agent who investi 
gated the case in Texas is of the 
opinion that the fair market value 
of the equity as of March, 1942, 
was approximately $95,000. It is 
apparent from the foregoing that 
Elliott did not deal fairly with 
Hartford in the letter of Dec. 22, 
1942.” 

Although both the Treasury and 
the Democratic majority of the 
Ways and, Means Committee went 
to awkward extremes to absolve 
Elliott of his debts and his late 
father of crooked dealings in both 
the promotion and settlement of 
the loans, the agents could not 
bring .themselves to give Elliott 
a Clean report.on the score of hon- 
esty. In fact, they were com- 
pelled, on the record, to express 
the belief that he lied. As to his 
father’s unmistakable dishonesty 
in procuring the return of John 
Hartford's collateral consisting of 
stock in Elliott’s radio network, 
to be used in paying Elliott’s ali- 
mony to his estranged wife and 
their children, the agents risk no 
conclusion, whatever. They simp- 
ly could not vindicate FUR, 
they said nothing. 


ELLIOTT’S MOTHER, 
hleanor Roosevelt, must agree 
that these official reports on her 
son's veracity should be attached 
as footnotes to his scandalous and 
unsupported personal story of 
momentous meetings between her 
late husband, Winston Churchill, 
Josef Stalin and others. She has 
written, in her foreword to the 
book: “This book gives one ob- 
server's first-hand account of 
what went on at the major con- 
ferences and will furnish future 
historians with some of the ma 
terial which will constitute the 
final evaluation of history.” 

Undoubtedly Elliott’s book will 
be read by future historians, but 
it is a duty of current reporters 
of history to warn them in cases 
where the author of the reference 
works bears a reputation such as 
the Treasury was forced to give 
Elliott.

IN THE MATTER of $25,000 
received from Charles Harwood,

Cherokee was a peculiar Indian in that he very 
rar Te soon learned that the white man’s way of living 
by tilling the soil was better than living by hunting and fishing, 
that a pair of stout jeans breeches were much more satisfactory 
than a wisp of deer hide about the withers, and that a good felt 
hat, pulled well down over the ears, was a far better protection

Consequently, though the Western Indian has clung to his ancient 
tribal ways pretty well into this generation, the Cherokee started 
imitating the first white man he saw, and has kept it up since.

You see plenty of Indians around here, of 
bloods with faces like the Indian on the bulfalo 
black-haired babies with dancing black eyes, shiny as chinquapins, 
strapped to their mothers’ back: But they are dressed like any- 
body else, and if you were to close your eyes when listening ‘to 
their speech you would think you were listening to any group of 
white mountain folk talking. They do not go in for the “Ugh” 
and “How” and “heap big chief” stuff.

M Most of the Indians bear English names, such 
English Names as Blythe and Driver and Bradley, and so on, 
There are a few aboriginal names, though Standing Deer, an old 
fellow, is always entered in the archery contest, and the Owl! family 
is still prominent in the affairs of the tribe. Mrs. Charlotte Big- 
meat, whose husband runs the laundry, takes an active part in 
things, and Mrs. Emily Walkinstick is the Postmaster. But the 
finest craftsman in clay on the reservation is Mrs. Maude Welch, 
and two of the most deft makers of baskets and beadwork are Mrs. 
Henry Bradley and a Mrs, Stamper. There are two children in 
school on the reservation who are 1/128th Cherokee, and thes® are 
magy persons in the some 3,500 members of the Eastern band who 
are 1/16th or 1/32d Cherokee. 

By this I don’t mean to imply that nothing looks, or seems, 
or acts Indian around here, for that is far from the truth. The 
Indian Bureau has labored hard to retain those elements of the old 
Cherokee culture which have value in a white man’s eivilization. 
They do beautiful basketwork, wood carving and beadwork and 
they weave in wool. They know the secrets of coloring things 
with the ancient vegetable dies made from roots and barks, and 
all these things are on display and are for sale here. 

They shoot with bows and arrows with great 


Skilled Archers skill, using fine weapons they make them- 


selves, and they are deft with the blowgun, a long, polished cane 
that projects a steel-tipped dart feathered with thistledown. There 
is an old Indian here, named Jim Catolsta, who can fold back his 
walrus mustache and blow a dart into a squirrel’s ear at 50 feet 
without removing his chew of tobacco. And the ball game is authen- 
tic, barring the fact that the rivalry between the villages is less 
Witter than it was said to be in the old days. And old Will West 
Long thumps the tom-tom for the Beaver dance and the Green Corn 
dance about like his great-great-creat-vranddaddy used to do it. 
But the Cherokee don’t go in much for the ancient ceremonies. 
Fach superintendent here comes up to the time of the annual 
Cherokee Fair determined that this time there will be more cere 
monials, more dancing and war-whooping and bead-and-feather 
wearing, and so on, that the tourists love to watch and take pic- 
tures of. But the Indian's passive resistance against these old 
ceremonials, which to him are almost empty of meaning now, always 
wins out. The school here has spent 51 weeks out of the year for 
60 years trying to teach him how to be like white people, to live 
and act like white people, and he can’t see why he should turn 
Indian for a week just to amuse and entertain a lot of visitors 
who happen to have a sentimental interest in, or a vague curiosity 
about, the way of life of the Indian's great-great-grandpappy.

KNIVES AT HOBBY SHOW 

One of the many interesting and unusual collections to be dis- 
played at the Hobby Show, which will feature the meeting of the 
Fourth District Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs to be held 
today at the Hettie Jane Dunaway Gardens near Newnan, is the 
eollection of several hundred knives owned by Weyman Evans, of 
Newnan 

Mr. Evans first became interested in knives as a hobby when, 

as a small boy, he got his first 10-cent knife by trading a half dozen 
eggs which his mother had given him for doing some chores around 
the house. for a knife at the little country store. On the way home, 
it seems, he stopped and whetted the blade on the railroad track 
and got it sharp enough so that would shave. Since that time 
he ha« always had a yen for good knives, and has been on the look- 
for any odd unusual ones, of high-grade workmanship. 
In his collection are knives of various designs, sizes, and his 
tories. which have been bought in almost all the States, Canada and 
Mexico. One of the most unusual is a long, handmade French knife 
of serpentine style which is 100 years old. The back-and blade are 
hand-forged and the handle is out of cow horn. Then there is the 
JI_A. Henckels’. Twin Brand parachutist knife lt was worn on 
the belt of a German parachutist, and can be used as a bayonet, 
an ax. a knife, a pinchbar, or even a razor. 

Other odd ones are the American switch-blade knife which has 
a red-and-white-striped handle, and which a Negro woman used to 
kill her “man-friend.”’ The English shoemaker’s knife, which had 
reposed in a hardware store in a small Georgia town for 52 years, 
was sola to Mr. Evans for 10 cents. 

There are numerous others, all with stories of their own, from 
the perfectly balanced steak knife to the lumberman’s knife with 
a blade that forms almost a right angle. 

This is just one of the interesting hobby collections to be on 
display at the World Friendship Hobby Show, to be held at Duna- 
wav Gardens. under the sponsorship of the Newnan Woman's Club.
